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AN ACT CONCERNING THE SAFETY OF PERSONS WITH AUTISM 
SPECTRUM DISORDER WHEN INTERACTING WITH LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

That chapter 246 of the general statutes be amended to require the 1 

Commissioner of Motor Vehicles to issue, upon request by a person 2 

with autism spectrum disorder, a motor vehicle operator's license or 3 

identity card with a blue frame around the photograph on such license 4 

or card. 5 

Statement of Purpose:   

To allow a person with autism spectrum disorder to obtain a motor 
vehicle operator's license or identity card with a blue frame around the 
photograph and alert law enforcement officers that such person has 
autism spectrum disorder.
